Thi> R:il<'ixli 
ranio sdutli uiulcr orders to seize tlie 
Dauntless at all hazards. Wednesday 
night when the Raleigh arrired at St. 
Aogostine her commander w.is in- 
fomed that the Datiiitless was below 
New Siiivriia waiting; for tlu> tii« R. L. 
Mabrtij- to briiiK a carKo of coal and also 
amis. 

The Ralei.f,'h iniiiiediately steamed 
Foutli and at 5 o'el(K-k yesterd.iy iiiorn- 
iiiK discovered the steamer Dauntless 
takiiifT' ii u rnr^in of coal from the 
st( aiiier R. L. Mabey off Mosquito in- 
let. As the war ship bore down on 
tliein the lilibust( rs started in opjiosite 
directions. A signal from tlie Ridei^h 
was disreKarded by the Daunthss, ami 
the latt(T vesse l crowded on steam and 
tried to escape. Then tlie Raleigh fired 
a blank cartridge, wliich startled the 
New Snijrrna people and sent them to 
Tiie housetopt, where thej ooold scan 

tlie sea. 

They saw the Raleigh in hot chase of 
the Dauntless, the latter apparently po- 
ing us fast as the cruiser. Then tlui 
Boleigh sent a solid sliot across the llli- 
boster's bows, but still the latter pursued 
her coarse. Another solid shot was 
fired by the cruiser, which struck the 
water near the Daontlcss, and threw 
the waves all orer her. Then the Daan^ 
less came to, and the Raleigh sent a 
prise crew on board. 

As the Raleigh and Dauntless come 
up the coast the tug R. L. Mabrey was 
Righted. The llobrey was headed for 
Mosquito inlet and med to escape, but 
was brought to by three solid shot in 
qniok SQOciBssion from the Raleigh. Two 
of the shots struck within 10 feet of the 
Mabrey and caused the little tug to reel 
as though she had been dealt s mortal 
blow. 

The two prizes were towod up the 
coast to the St. Johns bar and are an- 
chored inside the river, with the cutter 
Boutwell alongside. The Dauntless had 
just arrive(l from the south and is sup- 
posed to liave been ])reparinK to carry 
aiiotlicr i'Xiieditioii to t'nba. Tlie Mabey 
has iM'en acting as a tender for the lili- 
busteriiig steamers. 

W. A. Kisbee, owner of the Daunt- 
less, says tlie latter had a perfect right 
to >:o where she jileased on lt>gitimato 
l>usiiiess. She had given up coastwise 
jiapi Ts and ha<l a deeji-sea register, and 
lie claims was engaged in legitimate 
work, tliat he had cugagcd the Mabry 
to carry coal tO hflT. OOd thotthe MlSOre 
is an outrage.

WEYLER'8 ~LATE 8T MOVE. 

ABOther Proclamation iMoed by the Cap- 
tain General of Onba. 

IIav.vva, Oct. 'j:!.--Caiitain General 
Weyler has issued a proclamation con- 
taining the following i»rovisioiis : 

First — All of the iuliabitants in the 
country or outside the lines of fortifica- 
tions of the towns must betake them- 
selves to the towns occupied by troops 
within a jieriod of eight days. Those 
who are found outside tlu* towns after 
the expiration of that period will be 
considered rebels and will be tried as 
such. 

Second — The withdrawal of gnx^eries 
from the towns is absolutely prohibited 
and also the transportation of them by 
sea or land witliout a iierniit from the 
military autlionties. Violators of this 
provision wi 11 be tried and poaifhed as 
aiders of the rebels. 

Third — Proprietors of cattle must 
carry them to towns or provide imuie- 
diatelytbat th«yshaU reoeit* doe pro- 
tection. 

Fourth— Eight daj s after the publica- 
tion of this proclamation all rebels sur- 
rendering in every municipality \vill be 
subject to the captahi general's disposal 
to order them where to reside, and it 
will be a reoonunendation in their favor 
for them to giv4 available news about 
the enemy ana to surrender with their 
firearms and moreover to surrender ool> 
leotivelj la thalr ommizations.

Quigley and 
Rix I >y managed to gain the stn-et, but 
Baunian was unable to do so, A re-t u- 
ing iKirtj, consisting of James J. Ryan, 
assistant f«ire«ian of truck No. 1, and 
Franklin Furgnson and Louis Blair of 
engine company No. 5, attempted to 
make their way through the burning 
ruins. 

They were all severely burned, but
